
15. (Once Amended) The starting method according to claim 14 wherein said inductive 
circuit is a motor.

Claims 2 and 15 were rejected under U.S.C 112 as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. Accordingly, claims 2 and 15 are amended here to address and overcome the 1 12 
rejection only, and no new matter is introduced by these amendments.
